1 . In view of the reversal decision of the BPAI decision of November 9, 201 0, the 
rejection of claims 1 -9, 1 2-1 9, 22, 23 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,395,850. Claims 1-9, 12-19, 22, 23 are pending, is withdrawn. The 
rejection of claims 1-9, 12-19, 22, 23 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 8-16, 20-26 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,767,968, is withdrawn. The rejection of claims 1-9, 12-19, 22, 23 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1 -1 3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,569,969, is withdrawn. Further, the 
rejection of claims 1-9, 12-19, 22 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Charmot et al. (US 6,395,850), is withdrawn. 



Allowances 

2. Claims 1 -9, 1 2-19, 22, 23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Charmot et al. (US 6,395,850) to render the present invention 
anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
